3. Therefore, all contributing agencies now concur with the declassi- 
fication action of the NIS Section 23 as currently being undertaken by 
your Agency under the provisions of Executive Order 12065.

ie) We reviewed paragraph Bl through 84 (ref la and d) of those NISs 
fisted in attachment 1 (not lined out in red), and fourd no materials which 
warrant continued classification. As far as we can see, the publications 
contain no references to sensitive weather intormation or to specific weapon 
system sensitivities nor to sources of data. Moreover, there are no dis- 
cussions dealing with classified operations. We recommend that these NISs 
be declassified.
